The first step toward securing this end was 
taken by Engiand through the instigation of 
the Empress when she was entertaining the 
French fleet, which was greatly strengthened 
by the part played by the Queen of England. 
It is believed that the Queen is heartily in 
favor of this plan of the German Emperor for 
maintaining the peace of Europe, and it is 
said that the contemplated visit of President 
Carnot to England is all that is necessary to 
seal the contract. Many French politicians 
express the opinion that an rapprochement 
between Germany and France is a possibility 
of the near future. 


THE CHINESE TROUBLES. 


RIOTS AND MASSACRES NOT DUE TO MACHINA 
TIONS OF SECRET SOCIETIES. 

Loxpox, Sept. 5.—There is general distrust 
in the dest informed circles in London of the 
excuse s0 seduousiy propagated by the 
Chinese Government and its agents that the 
recent outrages on foreigners and the wave 
of anti- foreign feeling passing over China Is 
due tothe machinations of secret societies. 
The allegation isa very convenient one for 
the Chinese authorities, as it is well Known 
that they kill the members of the chief secret 
societies without mercy, the possession of 
the small Calice ticket, with its five appar- 
ently meaningless words, however innocent 
the possessor may be, being of itself a capi- 
tal offense with the usual right of appeal to 
the Emperor. 

But the members of these societies are, asa 
rule, poor and ignorant men, not unfre- 
quently common soldiers, who thus combine 
to protect themselves against the extortion 
and oppression of their superior officers and 
they are quite incapable of forming the de- 
sign of embarrassing the government by em- 
broiling the country with foreign powers, 
which is attributed to them for the simple 
reason that they know nothing of foreign 
powers or how difficulties arise amongst na- 
tions and the consequences of such diffical- 
ties. These are matters far beyond their 
fomentation and intelligence. 

The majority of the leaders delleve that 
there is no nation in the world except China 
and afew more barbarous tribes subject to 
her, and that what remains of the globe is 
inhabited mainly by dragons. Nor have the 
members of these societies ever manifested 
any hostility to foreigners or to innovations 
from abroad. It ts thought that the outbreak 
was caused by the general relaxation in the 
last five years or more of the pressure always 


imperial, by foreign ministers and consuls to 
keep them upto the mark in regard to 
treaty obligations and their general duties to 
Europeans. 

This relaxation is due to the desire of every 
European government for reasons of one sort 
and another, to stand well with the Pekin 
government, and the consequence was that 
while pressure on high Chinese officials re- 
laxed, this pressure on the petty local offic- 
lals abated in like manner and also the pres- 
sure by the latter on the mobs and on the 
leaders, the literal and gentry’’ who are 
consumed with hatred of foreigners. It is 
pointed out also by those persons in author- 
ity to speak on the matter that the places 
where all these outrages have taken place 
are precisely those into which European 
charity was poured during the recent famine. 
An official dispatch received at the French 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs from China con- 
firms the report of the murder of two sisters 
of Mercy anda Belgian priest during the re- 
cent anti-foreigner riots in China. 


PAPAL SUCCESSION. 


QUESTIONS ENTERING INTO THE DISCUSSION IN 
CLERICAL AED POLITICAL CIRCLES. 
Lorpos, Sept. 5.—The question of a suc- 
cessor for Leo XIII. is again up for discussion 
in clerical and political circies. Although 
the Pope is said to be in good health, but all 
know that his life is fast drawing to a close, 
and Crispi’s recent revelations of the pur- 
poses of the Triple Alliance give point to the 
predictions of the faction which is looking 
beyond the Alps or beyond the sea for a new 
ponti®. The events ofthe past few months 
have not brought about a better feeling be- 
tween Vatican and Quirinal. Leo himself 
never expected a reconciliation, but he did 
hope to establish a modus vivend! and ex- 
erted all his tact and energy to bring this 
about. The Rudini government, however, is 
not distinguished for tact or moderation. It 
is wunalterably anti-clerical and hos- 
tile to papal pretensions. The Roman 
party is becoming every day more thoroughly 
convinced that the attitude of the Govern- 
ment will make it impossible to bold the next 
conclave inthe Holy City. And along with 
this comes the conviction that the church 
must no longer abandon itself to events, but 
must take some definite and positive stand. 
If the active clerical party gets the upper 
hand, and if the conclave is held outside of 
Rome, the chances fora foreign Pope will be 
vastly improved. It win be taken as an-op- 
portunity for broadening the clerical policy 
and bringing it more in touch with the times. 
Should such a necessity shape the action of 
the conclave itis extremely probable thata 
Gibbons or a Manning, or an inoffensive 
neutral from Switzerland or Holland would 
receive the votes of the Cardinals. 
But on the other hand the Italian clericals 
are irreconcilably opposed to any but an 
Italian Pope. And mt is not unlikely that 
chance will favor them. In the event of war 
the Italians will seize the opportunity to 
commit the church to an emphatic pratest 
against the Triple Alliance, and put forward 
some strong Cardinal from among them- 
selves as the representative and embodiment 
of this .

BMI, Sept. 5.—An American, giving the 
name of Cariton Graves stating his business 
to be that of a photographer and his address 
as ‘‘Columbia,’’ was arrested to-day at 
Mayence, charged with being a spy. Mr. 
Graves’ baggage was seized and searched, 
and he will be detained until satisfactory ex 
planations as to certain actions of his classed 
as suspicious by the German police are fur- 
nished. 

Mayence is a fortress on the left of the 
Rhine, opposite the mouth of the Main. It is 
walled and fanked with bastions, defended 
by a citadel and several outlying forts. A 
bridge of boats connects it with the castle, 
its suburb. In defagit of more definite infor- 
mation and in view of the fact that Mr.Graves 
gave his occupation as a photographer, it is 
presumed that he may have been kodiaking 
the fortifications of Mayence.

A Problem to Be Solved by the 
British Lebor Parliament.

London, Sept. 5.—The Trades Union Con- 
gress which meets at Newcastle next Mon- 
day will be the largest labor parliament ever 
held in Engiand, Though the delegates rep- 
resenting the different trades are reduced 
to the minimum, more than 500 will be 
present, representing 2,000,000 laborers. The 
greatest question to be considered is the 
proposal to establish a legal eight-hour 
working day.

So Barnes cot out a sup- 
plementary card—a cheap affair—and a few 
Drands of California manufacturers’ names 
appeared. however, although all of the foreign 
manufacturers were printed. This only 
added insult to injury, and every grape- 
grower in the State is determined to resent 
it. Had President Harrison shown the 
Slightest tact de could easily have 
averted the bitter feelings that were 
engendered, for he could Pave rejected 
any of the foreign wines and selecte4 the na- 
tive ones, thus smoothing our rufied feel- 
ings by complimenting us upon their flavor 
and quality.

The Stories of Riot bt Coquimbo and 


VALPARAISO, Chili, via Galveston, 
Sept. 5.—The German Minister to Chili and 
the German Admiral commanding German 
fleet at Valparaiso are at odds over the dispo- 
sition of the political refugees who are now 
in asylum aboard the German cruiser Sophie. 
The Minister notified the Admira 
yesterday that he might be required to sur. 
render to the officials representing the Junta, 
Senor Claudio Vicuna, who was to have suc- 
ceeded Balmaceda as President, Admiral 
Oscar Viel, late Intendente of Valiparaiso,and 
Capt. Alberto Fuentes, late Captain of the 
torpedo Almirante Lynch. The Admiral 
bluntly informed the minister that 
he would do no such thing un- 
less ordered do 80 Dy the 
Emperor or chancellor von Caprivi. 
THE ADMIRAL SUSTAINED. 

The Minister did not insist. As soon as the 
conference had ended the Admiral sent a 
cable to the Emperor William, explaining 
the situation and announcing that unless he 
received orders to the contrary the 
Sophie, with the refugees on 


board would a to-morrow to 
Mollendo, Peru, the nearest neutral port, 


where the people wanted by the Junta would 
be landed. Later inthe daya reply was re- 
ceived from Berlin, approving the action of 
the Admiral and granting him perm ission to 
send the refugees to Mollendo. The Sophie 
will sall to-morrow morning early. 

FALSE REPORTS. 

The stories of riot at Coguimbo was without 
foundation. Word was received from 
there to-day that the Congressional official, 
had taken possession of that city and Serena 
without any disturbance and that order had 
been maintained throughout. Before the 
arrival of the new officials Col. Corvallo 
commanding the Government forces in that 
section, and the Balmacedist Intendente of 
Coquimbo, Senor Sanches, went aboard the 
British war ship Melpomene and asked Capt. 
Barr. her commander, for protection. It 
was readily granted. The Government troops 
at Coguimbo and Serena were disbanded 
as soon as the Congressionalists took charge, 
and nearly all of them have gone to their 
homes. The armed transport Aconcagua has 
been ordered South to meet the ship bringing 
the arms and field- guns ordered by the Junta 
in Europe.

LOTTERY STOOK. 


The Eagle Iron Co. in a Strange Busi- 


Charies F. Beyer, a gentioman well Knowa 
in business circles and for the past year 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Eagle 
tron works on the Levee, was the 
subject ofa spirited discussion at the Four 
Courts yesterday afternoon, onthe question 
whether a warrant charging him with em- 
bezzling about $2,000, should or should no 
be issued. The applicant for the 
warrant was H. 8. Albrecht, President 


of the Eagie Iron Co., and Attorney Seward 
argued against the application in attempting 
to show that a difference of $2,000 in Beyer's 
accounts and bis cash balance is due merely 
toa misunderstanding. 

SAID IT WAS EMBEZZLEMEDST. 

Mr. Albrecht claimed it was not. Beyer, 
he said, became a member of the Eagle fron 
Co, one year ago, when he purchased $8,000 
worth of stock, a one-third interest, and was 
made Secretary and Treasurer, with power to 
make out, sign and cash all checks. During 
the past year, he said, Beyer made several 
attempts to have the firm invest money in 
the Double Rubber Washing Machine Co., 
which he was interested in, and also 
in the Louisiana State Loan 4 Trust 
com pany of which he was a stockhoider and 
officer. Both these tempting offers were re- 
fused by the firm, so Mr. Albrecht stated, 
and nothing more was thought of them until 
Mr. Beyer resigned his position, Aug. 15. 

AN UNSATISFACTORY CASH ACCOUNT. 

then the firm found that instead of having 
$1,400 In bank, as the cash book showed, the 
Eagle Iron Co. had but $80 on deposit. 

Experts were called m and after a careful 
examination claimed to have found Mr. 

Beyer sbort in his accounts to the amount of 
$1.90. The investigation revealed, it is said, 
that Mr. Beyer made out checks 
to ‘‘cagh’’ and received money for 
them, with which he paid the expenses of 
the Washing Machine Co., amounting to $700. 
How tbe remainder of the amount, $1,700 was 
paid out Goes not appear on the books. Since 
last May, it is claimed, a 8 — 
aggregati $1,000 were wn y 
—— the Eagie Iron Works and the 
proceeds or cash is not accounted for on 
the Dooks of the company. 

THE WARRANT REFUSED. 

The books, cancelled checks and accounts 
were shown to prove the assertion that Mr. 
Beyer was guilty of embezziement 
according to the footings of his 
own accountsjasicom pared with the certificate 
of deposite from the bank. Mr. Steward 
maintained that the amount expended as 
stated in the books for the Washing 
Machine Oo. and the Louisiana 
State Loan and Trust Co. were 
authorized and consented to by the 
President and Vice-President of the company. 
Mr. Estep asked to have time tO consider it 
and Mr. Albrecht left the office witbout the 
warrant. 

BEYER AND THE LOTTERY. 

Mr. Beyer has occupied several very prom- 
ment positions with large Orms m the 
city and has not posed before the 
public in any other than a favorabie light un 
tu recently when he was called before the 
police authorities for his connection with the 
Louisiana State Loan Co., which is consid- 
ered as either a branch of the New Orieans 
lottery swindle ora private lottery scheme. 

On that occasion Mr. Estep refused to issue 
a warrant, and Mr. Beyer was not 
taken to court on any charge, but 
his agents, Peter Huber and Wwill- 
iam Spencer were. Huder's case 
was continued generally and Spencer was 
fined $50 and costs for selling lottery tickets,

AS TO JUSTIFIABLE SUICIDE. 

Assuming that the writer of the Forum 
letter in another column is really debating. 
the question of suicide in his own mind, 
we fee] that a plain, common sense answer 
to his questions may help him to find bet- 
ter employment tor his mind. 

A man capable of filling any position in 
a dry goods house must be capable of fill- 
ing hundreds of positions in other lines of 
business. If he cannot get employment in 
the line he prefers, he might be more for- 


| tunste in another, and if there is no place 


for him in this city there may be one for 
him elsewhere. To avoid becoming a bur- 
den to his family, when his wife tells him 
she would be better off without him, he 
can easily go away in search of employ- 
ment. While he feels himself capable of 
being useful, to deprive the world and his 
family of their interest in his capacity by 
suicide, would be the resentful act of a 
man mortified and piqued by their ap- 
parently low estimate of his value and 
seeming indifference to his fate. Many a 
man prospers and hase pretty good time, 
after a falling out with his wife or with 
the world has made him weary of life. 
Suicide in such a case is the act of a weak- 
ling—a feeble and coward-like shrinking 


| from the duties and trials of life. 


The circumstances under which HAMLET 
began to wish that his too solid flesh would 
resolve itself into a dew, 

Or that the Everlasting had not fixed 

His canon gains self-siaughter, 

were largely ‘‘airy nothings,’’ the crea- 
tures of his morbid imagination. So are 
the supposititious circumstances justifying 
suicide, which, some writers think, were 
overlooked when the aforesaid canon was 
fixed. Cases made in Fancy’s workshop 
may take any shape that will minister 
more poison to ‘‘hurt minds’’ weakened 
by disease or trouble. In actual life we 
find that the saddest case, like this old 
dry goods man s, seldom seems as hope- 
less to cool observers as to the unfortunate 
and despondent man himself. 

No man should undertake to prescribe a 
formula of circumstances supposably jus- 
tifying suicide, because despondent people 
would misapply it to their own cases. No 
man should be put to death without the 
benefit of a jury trial. To justify a man in 
killing another the circumstances must be 
such as would constrain twelve discreet 
men, after a cool survey of all the facts in 
the case, to sanction the killing, and 
nothing short of a similar sanction should, 
it seems to us, be necessary to establish a 
case of justifiable suicide.

The Nationalists of Massachusetts who 
claim great strength in that State have 
announced their purpose to support the 
People’s party ticket in the coming elec- 
tion.

The 
government has won the love and grati- 
tade of thousands because it has been the 
fountain of appropriations. It has culti- 
vated the belief that the individual might 
supply bis own deficiencies out of the pa- 
ternal bounty of the national treasury. 
Its protection has been invoked in almost 
every conceivable way until self-confidence 
and self-help have come to be held unneo- 
essary. That such a practice continued 
for thirty years should be formulated in a 
theory and adopted as a political faith 
ought not to surprise any one. The won- 
der is that the demoralization is not more 
widespread and compiete.

New York, Sept. 4.—The Peary Polar Ex- 
pedition is now in winter quarters 800 miles 
from the Pole, where they have put up a 
house on a mountain side and prepared to 
ace the long dark night in the Arctic snows. 
The Sun publishes an interesting account of 
the disastrous beginning of the journey, with 
the sad accident to Lieut. Peary, together 
with some incidents connected with the voy- 
age, and landing on the Greenland coast, 
contributed by a member of the party who 
has just returned from the North. 

After fighting for several days to get 
through the ice floes which the Kite en- 
countered above the Labrader coast, the 
vessel, on July 19, entered @ lead which 
brought them into a large lake! near Belle 
Isle. After a rough voyage the vessel sighted 
Disco Island on the th. The party landen 
the next day on Godhavn Island. 

Lieut. Peary, in planing his North Green 
land expedition, made an application to the 
Danish Government to transport his party 
and supplies as far as the most northern Dan 
ish settlement. This they refused, as they afd 
not have the room in their vessels (fourteen 
tons) which he required. Not being able to 
proceed to the North in this way, the Kite was 
chartered. The time between his refusal 
from the Danish ships and the 
Salling of the Kite was so short 
that he was not able to write again to 
Denmark for the cream,“ as it is called, 
but obtained a letter from the Danish Consul 
in New York, this would be sum 
cient. If he had had the credit he would 
have had no difficulty im getting all the 
clothing, dogs, etc., he wanted. He took 
with him four Newfoundland dogs from New 
York, which he intended to use in dragging 
the supplies to the different stations on the 
inland ice. One of these dogs ran away at 
Sydney and another escaped on the ice in 
the Straits of Belle Isle, so that now the 
two remaiping were scarcely sufficient for 
the work which he had planned. 

The three days spent at Godhavn were em 
ployed by the members of the scientific party 
in collecting and exploring the island. One 
party under the leadership of Lieut. Peary 
and Mrs. Peary climbed the high basaltic 
cliffs, and on their top established a ‘‘cairn,’’ 
in which the names of the party were depos- 
ned. A fine collection of plants, which grew 
about in great abundance, decking the hill 
sides with yellow and pink, was made by the 
botanist, Dr. William Burk. Many insects 
were secured by the entomologist, Mr. L. 
Mengal, while a valuable collection of birds 
and egzs was gathered by the ornithologist, 
Dr. W. E. Hughes. 

THE MOST NORTHERN WHITE SETTLEMERT. 

Leaving Godhavn the Kite steamed north- 
ward, arriving at Upernavik on the morning 
of July 1. Here the same difficulty presented 
itself to Lieut. Peary, and, further, not being 
personally acquainted with the Governor, 
our reception was indeed a cold one. The 
town of Upernavik offered a great contrast to 
that ot Godhavn. The Government houses, 
t is true, are about same, with their 
high gabdied roofs, Diack Wals, and white 
window frames. natives, however, were 
in a most wretched aition,and had many 
complaints to offer against the Governor. 
Their buts, instead of standing on dry ground 
or rock were placed in a swamp caused by 
streams of water from the melting snows. 
Thetr clothes were ina wretched condition. 


| They bad but littie to trade, as all the skins 


had been taken by the Governor. We tried 
to buy a Kavak from one of the natives, who, 
refusing, said: Na net (no) me trucker 
(trade) kiak—me plenty bumegry.’’ 

Leaving Upernavt on the afternoon of July 
i, we directed our course to Duck Islands, 
where Lieut. Peary expected to lay in a sup- 
ply of Guck eggs and birds for the coming 
winter. A large shooting party landed, and de- 
struction commenced. The season was so 
late that the eggs were far advanced in 
incubation, those collected serving only as 
specimens for the scientific party. None 
could de used for food. The ducss themsel ves 
were not as numerous as was expected, but 
the party did some excellent shooting. In 
sp'te Of the exertions mace, only ninety-one 
ducks were bagged. 

Leaving the Duck Islands the Kite pushed 
ahead, entering the ice of the Meliville Bay 
pack, about the latitude of the Devii’s 
Thumb, on the afternoon of July 2. A long 
and tedious time lay before the members of 
the party, who diverted themselves by shoot- 
ing and taking long walks over the ice. The 
Fourth of July was celebrated m due form. A 
salute was fred from the ship’s gun, into 
which some of the wagsof the party had 
placed about half a dozen elderduck eggs. 
Three rounds were fired from each rie on 
board, and the little vessel was decked m all 
her bunting. Photographs of the party and 
Kite were taken by the light of the midnight 
sun. 

IN THE ICE OF MELVILLE BAT. 

AS 5000 as we entered the ice the ‘‘crow’s 

nest was hoisted into position at the fore-

The Crim- 
son Cliffs and Conical Rock stood out clear in 
the bright ight of the midnignt sun, while 
Cape York stretched away with its sides 
scarred by five large glaciers. Flocks of bull 
birds or little auks filled the air as they few 
to their breeding places on the land. Above, 
im the blue vault, an ivory gull or ice par- 
tridge soared in great circles, or a boatswain 
bird shot like a dark meteor accross the 
vessel's bows. It would be impossible for one 
to imagine the vast numbers of little auks 
that exist at and, north of Cape York. As 
they ny past the rustle of their wings re- 
sembies the sighing of a summer gale ina 
pine forest, and so near did they fiy to the 
ship that many were shot from the deck. 
Two members of the party rowed toa pan of 
ice, and in one hour they shot over eighty 
birds, firing only at those flocks which few 
over the pan. 

MEETING THE ARCTIC HIGHLANDERS.

GOTHAM’S BUDGET. 

New Yorx, Sept. 5.—The remark is often 
heard that a certain man is not eligible toa 
novice race because he had at one time won 
a road race, The average wheelman does 
not stop to consider that, as the League does 
not recognize road races; they are as though 
they bad never taken place, so far as 
they affect a man’s standing in track events. 
The justice of this is questionable, as regards 
the otber competitors in a race where such a 
man competes. It may be fairy argued 
that if a man is fast enough to win 
in a road contest he is certainly not a novice, 
and should not be allowed in races of that 
class. But there is no remedy. It is one of 
the technicalities that surround bicycle 
racing which is governed by a body which 
refuses to recognize one branch, permitting 
men to take advantage of it. 

The experiment of the Connecticut Na- 
tional Guard in imaugurating a specia 
bicycle corps at their recent encampment 
bas resulted in much good. A highly com- 
plimentary recommendation has been sent to 
the War Department at Washington stating 
that in many instances the use of the wheel 
is far superior to the horse. Messages are 
carried faster and over narrow paths where 
it would be impossible to get a horseto go. 
The War Departmentis urged to extend its 
investigatio ns op this subject, with a view of 
establishing this service permanently in the 
various regiments. The adoption of the 
wheel as @ regular equipment would, po 
doubt, demonstrate its usetulness in other 
directions.

Bay race track is no place for *‘touts,’’ so the 
Coney Island Jockey Club has decided, and 
the same conclusion has been reached by 
Chief of Police John Y. McKane of Gravesend 
and the Justices of the Peace.

CHILIAN RECOGNITION. 


Instructions Sent to Egan by the United 
States Government. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—Acting Secre- 
tary Wharton declines tosay anything with 
regard tothe report that instructions have 
been sent to Minister Egan to recognize the 
Chilian Junta. It can be said on 
the best authority, however, that this 
Government has not directed Mr. Egan 
to grant full and formal recognition to the 
insurgents. Two days ago a cablegram was 
sent him directing him to report as to the 
form and authority of the Junta, and to re- 
ceive and transmit any communications the 
new Chilian leaders might have to make to 
this Government. No report has since been 
received from Egan, but his instructions 
are believed to be broad enough to cover any 
emergency that may arise. No regular for- 
mal recognition will be extended to the 
Chillan Government until new credentials 
are supplied to our Minister at Santiago. 
Our present relations are entirely friendly, 
however, and Minister Egan is in position to 
treat with the Junta on any issue that may 
arise. This arrangement has been made at 
Mr. Blaine’s direction. 

There is no truth whatever in the story 
wired to many newspapers to-day stating 
that President Harrison had instructed 
Minister Egan to recognize forthwith the 
Congressional Government in Chili, and that 
the President, without consulting the State 
Department, took the matter into his own 
hands and wired direct to Egan to recognize 
the Congressional Government at once.

Bad Food, Degrading Labor and Unsoldier-

MEXICO’S PRESIDES. 


The Elements Working For and Against 
Porfirio and Diaz. 


‘*There is certainly a feeling against Presi- 
dent Diaz in many parts of Mexico, but there 
has been this feeling against him ever since 
he began his administration, and a similar 
sentiment against every President that 
Mexico ever had,’’ said Senor Manuel Rivas 
of Monterey, who is at the Southern. I do 
not believe, however, that there will be any 
revolution or any attempt of a serious nature 
at once. Diaz bas of course given dissatis- 
faction in certain quarters, but this is in- 
evitable. In my opinion he is the best ruler 
that Mexico has ever had. 

TWO MEXICAN PARTIES. 

There are two theories in Mexican politics, 
the nationalist and the federal. Diaz is a 
pronounced nationalist and his whole infiu- 
ence has been to substitute a strong cen- 
tral government for a _ federation of 
practically independent States. In the old 
days revolutions and revolts were frequent 
because of the small control that her 
Central Government had over the different 
States. Malcontents could nearly always 
und supporters somewhere and the result 
was thatthe republic never was at peace, 
When Diaz obtained control he stated that 
this must be broken up, and his greatest 
work has been in this direction. He saw toit 
that the Governors of the States were 
men who desired the prosperity and not the 
destruction of the central government, re- 
duced the independent state armies, and re- 
placed them with the national forces. This 
gave rise to much hostile criticism, but is 
great reasons why there has not been 
a revolution ora serious revolt since 1876 and 
that Mexico has been more peaceful than 
ever before inits history. It is charged that 


Diaz only advances his own partisans and 
that is probably true, as if he 
put in power those inimical to 
him the result would probably 


be the overthrow of his Government and the 
return ofthe old anarchy. The Federalists 
are impatient of government from the City 
of Mexico, and have always been opposed 
to Diaz. This feeling is no stronger now 
than it has always been. 

THE CLERICAL PARTY. 

**To this faction must be added the so-called 
clericals. There is no quarrel between Cath- 
olics and Protestants in Mexico, for the whole 
country is Catholic, but Dias has tried to 
divorce church and State, and with a cen- 
tralized government the provincial priests 
have less influence than if the States 
were stronger. Another cause of complaint 
is the favor shown by Diaz to American cap- 
italists. The President has always taken the 
ground that Mexico was an immensely rich 
country, requiring only capital to de- 
velop its resources, and has believed 
that the United States would furnish this 
more readily than any other country. 
He has given subsidies and land grants to 
Amertcan railroad companies, and has to 
show for it the most extensive rallroad sys- 
tem that Mexico has ever seen. There have 
been charges that he was pecuniarily 
interested in these concessions, but 
they have been general, not specific, 
and rest upon very flimsy grounds. There is 
a strong party in Mexico that dislikes any 
close connection with the United States. 
Only from this section can any serious attack

FUNCTION AND CORRECT SHAPES.

Modifications That Have Come Down to Us 
and That Meet With Favor—History of 
the Sleeve’s Development—Their Old 
Ideals. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DisPpatcu. 

In the manufacture of women’s costumes 
the sleeve is an afterthought, Some Eastern 
costumes do without it altogether. To nothing 
like the degree of the rest ot the garment is 
it a necessity, and, if this were not evident 
enough, on reflection we should know it by 
the speech of art when great art has touched 
the sleeve. The body of the gown serves 
modesty, the sleeve Goes not; the body is 
essential to protection, the sleeve only to a 
mucb lesser degree; the rest ot the garment 
is an incorporate whole, the sleeve is by it - 
self, an extension or putting forth, a sprout- 
ing, as it were of the garment—an after- 
thought. The Orientals mume their arms in 
the body of the dress, Dut we extend the 
dress out over the arms, which little straw 
might serve as a commentary on the differ 
ence in activity between us. % 

The sleeve may be ofa different material 
from the rest of the garment and a more 
precious one, because the arms are more in- 
dependent in function than the rest of the 
body and bave a nobler use, The legs bear 
the weight, but the arms serve the brain. 
They are, therefore, rightly honored in the 
character of their covering. In respect of 
dress the arms may be looked on as anal- 
ogous to the wings ofa bird. Nature pro- 
vides a homely covering for the bird’s legs 
and body, but on his wings she lavishes or- 
nament. 


THE SLEBVE’S IDEALS. 

Like every other created thing the sleeve 
bas its ideals. This is not easy to believe 
when we look through our wardrobe, but our 
wardrobe is not the place to look. We shall 
have to cast our eye over all the sleeves 
made since the beginning of time to und a 
standard for judgment. If we do this we 
shall find that all sleeves can be resolved into 
two classes. The ideal type of one of them 
is to be seen in the Greek sculpture. If you 
will look atthe noble maidens in the train in 
the Parthenon frieze you will see on the 
shoulder of each a short drapery, fastened, 
which falls down thence and mingles with 
the rest of the garment, but on the last 
maiden of all this drapery is caught up round 
the upper arm and fastened in four places 
whence it draws away in little puckers, as if 
inpatient of being held and desirous of 
mingling again with its parent folds. 

The drapery has become a sieeve. Now, 
one ofthe most important things to notice 
about this sleeve isthe ease with which the 
imagination unclasps it and sees it fall back 
again intothe garment. Fancy sees the pro- 
cess of creation and sees it resolve itself back 
into the apes when it is not in use. Its ap- 
peal to the imagination igthe characteristic 
of this sleeve. 

The other class of sleeves has a different 
source. It is devised directly for an arm cov- 
ering and is cut and sewed with this intent 
and carries no hint that it ever was or coul 
become an incorporate part of the rest of the 
garment. This is theclose sleeve. When not 
on duty it is a helpless, demoralized cylinder. 
merely an arm covering out of use, and its 
past and future make no appeal to the imagzgi- 
nation. 

It has the right of existence, however, de- 
cause it is a useful sleeve.

The sleeve should begin on top of the 
shoulder, where the arm begins. The precise 

int, marked in Greek sculpture by a clasp, 
s where the deltoid, or shoulder muscle, 
finds attachment tothe bone. The seam is 
thus entirely clear of the arm and the sleeve 
bas the effect of being supported by the 
shoulder, as it thould have. If it does not 
reach so high it loses all reference to gravity 
and becomes a mere disagreeable extension 
ofthe waist. The high, full effect which is 
fashionable just now is agreeable because it 
makes the sleeve seem to begin definitely 
upon the shoulder instead of looking like a 
prolongation of the waist. 

During the Renaissance in Italy, when 
dress, like everything else, was beautiful, the 
coat sleeve hada unique and notable develop- 
ment. It was a separate article of apparel, 
not necessarily matching the dress, not 
sewed to the waist, but tied on, and could be 
changed at pleasure. The sleeve is to be seen 
on portraits of noble Venetian woman of the 
end of the sixteenthcentury. The peculiarity 
of u is that though of the coat variety, its 
beauty does not consist in its display of the 
arm, but in the preciousness of its material. 
It was heavy with embroidery and sewn thick 
with jewels. The ideal of the Venetians was 
not in form but in splendor of colorand tex- 
ture. In orderto make it of this costly tex- 
ture it was necessary that it should 
to give the arm ample room inside. 

The Greek type of sleeve belongs to orna- 
mental dress. It is suited to garments to be 
worn at leisure times. 

The close sleeve is the sleeve for work. 
This is merely a general distinction. The 
close sleeve may be used on other than work- 
ing gowns. as properly made it is beautiful 
anywhere, but the ornamental sleeve should 
not, I think, be used on working gowns. The 
Greek type of sleeve is adapted to thin mate- 
rials; the close sleeve is not. When you 
make thin material into a coat sleeve you do 
violence to material, because it is not the 
nature of thin cloth to lle flat, but in folds 


and also in or delicate material does no 
answer t purpose of such a sleeve; there- 
fore taste’is offended in two rticulars. This 


is not saying that a soft, thin texture might 
not be allowed to wrinkle along the arm for a 
mere covering or ornament; it isa protest 
against trying to make it useful by constrain- 
ing it with linings to become what it is not 
by nature. Linings ruin the quality and 
beauty of cloth.

Asleeve should never be lined. For the 
sake of getting the beauty of texture, if for 
no other reason, thin materials should be 
made after the loose type.

sieeve it will be of sufficiently stout materia! 
without any lining; it will allow the utmost | 


freedom of action, and yet will mold itself and 
take all its form from the arm. There will be 
no mark ofthe dressmaker about it, but it 
will be simply a realization of the utmost use 
with the utmost beauty. I am inclined to be- 
lieve that when this sieeve reaches the high- 
est msthetic development it will be woven or 
knit for the arm as stockings are for the legs. 
The best sleeve possible, sewed up out of 
cloth, must be clumsy compared to what 
woven sleeves would be. This seems an odd 
idea, but is no moreso than that of woven 
stockings once was. Stockings used to be 
made of cloth. and perhaps might be to this

MES, SHERWOOD TELLS OF DISHES THAT 
SHARPEN THE APPETITE 
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The Various Ingredients of the Salad—An 
Art That No. Housewife Can Safely 
Neglect— to Treat Garden Vege- 
tables Skill and Economy.

Of all the vegetables of whicha salad can 
be made lettuce is the favorite. That lettuce 
which is „ Saysthe ‘‘Almanack des 
Gourmands’’ (that is when it has streaked 
or variegated leaves), is truly ‘‘ume salade 
de distinction,’’ We prefer in this country 
the fine, crisp, solid little heads of which 
the leaves are bright green. The milky 
juices of the lettuce are soporific like opium 
seeds, and predispose the *‘eater to sleep, or 
to repose of temper and to philosophic 
thought.’’ oF 

After (or before) lettuce comes the fragrant 
celery, always an appetizer. 

Then the tomato, 4 noble fruit, as sweet 
in smell as Araby the Blest, which makes 
an illustrious salad. Its medicinal vir- 
tue is as great as its gastronomical goodness. 
It is the friend of the well to keep them well, 
and the friend of the sick to bring them back 
to the lost sheep folds of Hygeria.’’ 

There is watercress an@dandelion ,common 
mustard, boiled asparagus and beet root, 
potato salad, beloved of the Germans, the 
cucumber, most fragrant and delicate of 
salads, a salad of eggs, of lobster, of chicken, 
sausages, herrings and sardines. Anything 
that is edible can be made into a salad, anda 
vegetable mixture of cold French beans, 
boiled peas, carrots and potato, onion, green 
peppers and cucumber covered with fresh 
mayonnaise dressing is served ice cold in 
France, to admiration. 

To learn tomakea salad is the most im- 
portant of qualifications for one who would 
master the ‘‘art of entertaining.’’ 

Here is a good recipe for the dressing. Two 
yolks of eggs, a teaspoonful of salt and three 
of mustard (be sure that this is good and not 
half mastic. It should have been mixed with 
hot water before using), a little cayenne 
pepper, a spoonful of vinegar, pound the 
eggs and mix well. Common vinegar is pre- 
ferred by many, but some Tarragon vin- 
egar better. Stir this gently for a minute 
— add two full spoonfuls of best oll 

cca. 

Then add a teaspoonful of brown sugar, 
half a dozen little spring opions cut fine 
three or four slices of t root, the white of 
the egg, not cut too small, and then the let - 
tuce itself, which should be torn from the 
head stock by the fingers. Some French salad 
Gressers say: Fatiquez la salade; which 
means, shake it, mix it and bruise it, but the 
modern —— — is to delicately cover 
the leaves with the dressing, and not to 
bruise it. This is an old-fashioned salad 
from an old recipe. 

An excellent salad of cold boiled potatoes 
cut into slices about an inch thick may be 
made with thin slices of fresh beet root and 
onions cut very thin, and very little of them, 
with the same dressing minus the sugar. 

Francatelli speaks of a German with 
lobster, a German salad with herrings and an 
Itallan — —. 2 * Pn these come 
more under e head o mayonnaise 
than of the simpler salads. 4 

The cucumber comes nextto lettuce asa 
purely valuable vegetable salad, and is 
most desirable with fish. Dr. Johnson de- 
clared that the best thing you could do with 
a cucumber, after you had prepared it with 
much care and thought, was to throw it out 
of the window; but Dr. Johnson, although 
he could write Rasselas and a dictionary, 
knew nothing about the art of entertaining. 
He was an eater, a glutton, a gourmand, not 
a gourmet. How should he dare to speak 
»- a cucumber salad? 

ndive and chicory should be added tothe 
list of vegetable salads. Neither of them is 
good, however. 

The etymology of salad is said to de sal, 
or something salted. Shakspeare 
the salad five or six times.

Jack Cade,in his extremity of peril, when 
hiding from his pursuers in lda’s garden, 
says de has clim over the wall to see if 
he could eat grass or pick a salad, which he 
says ‘‘will not come amiss to cool a man’s 
stomach inthe hot weather.

The straight marks, lke 
short dashes, represent the flight either of 
arrows or bullets through the air. These are 
as likely to be behind the horseshoe marks as 
before for purposes of convenience. This 
method of figuring forth a ight is not so elab- 
Orate as the pictured sieges and triumphs of 
Assurbdanipal at Birs Nimroud, but itis read- 
lly intelligible. 

Other signs and conventional symbols are 
frequently employed in the expression of 
ideas.

Alongthe great lakes the 
boat symbol occurs very tly in rock 
pictures. If an Indian saw a freshly cut 
picture upon a rock on the water’s edge rep- 
resenting a boat with seven upwright marks 
sticking up from it he would understand that 
seven men had gone by in a boat.

She 
is @ personality, in short, as Ane an artist in 
Der way as any at the Francais, though 
OCoguelin excited the mirth of the Parisians 
by being highly insulted at being engaged to 
act on the same occasion as herself atone of 
the officiai receptions of Minister Constans. 
He was wrong. If ‘‘nice customs curtsey to 
great kings, ther also bend oefore great 
artists, and, little music hall singer though 
she be, Yvette Guilbert is certainly a great 
artiste in her line. She appeals to the Paris- 
jams just because of her singular lack of 
mirthfulness. The Parisians are not a gay 
people; they are frivolous if you will, but 
under the light froth of frivolity lies the 
strong current of meiancholy bit- 
termpess that tinges all ‘things French 
or rather all things l’arisian, and which we 
call the ‘‘fin-de-siecle’* spirit. The end of 
this old century has brougbt her children 
pothing good. Her gifts have been wear!- 
mess, disillusion, disbelief in everything 
human and divine, and a way of ascribing 
thé worst possible motives to the simplest 
possible actions, and a general iteudency to 
consider life as a balf-closed door through 
Which one must slip sidewilse and take in 
finite precautions not to get pinched in the 
process. Also the habit of considering that 
pothing is worth striving for unless it is un- 
attainable, and the mere fact of its being at- 
tainabie causing it to become valueless. All 
these considerations are voleed by the odd, 
modern, cynical and wholly origina! talent ot 
Yvette Guilbert. 

It is odd to look back Into the Parisian past 
and count the broken idols that have been 
worshiped in their day. Theresa, the music 
hall singer, whose tremendous vogue made 
all Paris ring in the last days of the Empire. 
The embodiment of vulgarity, yet with a 
headiong gaiety that redeemec ber from the 
common place, with a rich contralto volce, a 
strikingly coarse face and figure, and the 
mostexquisite, small, sleuder and daintily- 
shaped hands, almost grotesquely out of 
proportion with the rest of ber personality. 
Such was Theresa, and so much the fashion 
was she that the Princess Metternich sent for 
her to give her lessons in all her most sug- 
gestive songs, for the Austrian Ambassadress 
had a good voice anda marked taste for 
songs that prudish people might vote disgust- 
mag. and that sort of thing was Theresa's great 
forte. Theresa began life lower down than 
Gullbert, who was a saleswoman at one 
of the great shops. Theresa was a dish- 
washer in a small restaurant whose proprie- 
tor, being struck with her volce, advised her 
to try singing fora living. She did 80, and as 
we have seek, to some purpose. 

Another Parisian favorite who halled from 
acafe concert was Marie Sasse, the cele. 
brated prima donna of the Grand opera, and 
now the well known teacher ot singing. She 
made such a success at the music hall that 
With one bound she reached the stage of the 
Grand Opera. She it was who sang the 
**Marselilaise’’ for the first time since the 
establishment of the empire, The Emperor 
in 1870 leeling that the people needed 
spurring inte enthusiasm, and remem- 
bering the great impression made 
by Rachei's superb declamation 
of the great Kepublican hymn,authorized the 
opera to give it, and Marie Sasse was chosen 
to sing the solo. No one who was present 
can ever forget that Dight, the audience all 
on their feet swaying like reeds under the 
combined influence of the marvelously in 
Spiring song and the sense of impending 
warfare, joining in the chorus with the fire 
ofenthusinsm that, alas, was to be 80 soon 
quenched in a rain of blood! 

Then there was Capoul, the spoiled and 
petted darling of the hour, not only wor 
shiped by the women but copied by the men, 
who atonce adopted the Straight cut hair 
with two small curis on tbe temples 
that was called by the tenor’s name, 
a style of colffure that made men 
vaguely resemble thoroughbred poodie 
Gogs. Among the numerous congvests 
might be counted Mile. Alice Grevy, who 
worshiped his shadow and greatly desired to 
Decome Mme. Capoul, but as her father and 
the tenor were both opposed to that plan, 
the match never took place, though it is said 
be regretted his recaicitrant refusal Wen 
Grevy became President of the Republic. 
Probably in view of the very hard 
time the President owed to his 
son-in-law Wilson un is just =possi- 
Die that Grevy regretted it too. Capoul, the 
once adored pet of Paris, made his last ap- 
pearance in the city over which he had once 
reigned supreme, as an actor ina play given 
at the celebrated Theatre Libre. His dic- 

put u mildly, was oucer, his voice 
and „ Which Was once so im 
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how all the women in Paris threw themselves 
at his august head. Buffalo Bill himself 
had no more success among the petticoats of 
London than had Boulanger ia Paris. How- 
ever, one powerfal section of the Parisian 
population opposed him allthrough. That 
was whatthey call here tde youth of the 
Latin quarter,’’ that turbulent massof stu- 
Gents that, whenever they have reason to 
abominate anybody or anything, form them- 
selves into a hollow square, mass several 
hundred strong and rush through the streets, 
waving lanterns and howling, ‘‘Down with 
— . what they object to. This harmiess 
demonstration, which singularly interferes 
with traffic, is called a monome,and was 
winked at by the authorities when directed 
against Boulanger, though promptly sup- 
pressed when opposed to Governmental 
measures. 

This noisy lot it was that prevented Marie 
Vanzandt’s reappearance at the Opera 
Comique by raising so fierce a row that the 
Government ordered the casus belli to be 
withdrawn from the Parisian stage. They, 
too, it is said, were the component parts of 
the mob that raised such a breeze as to 
sweep ‘*“Thermidor’’ off the stage. Usually 
there are about a dozen fanatics who begin 
the row, and then all the rest join in for the 
fun of the thing. It is computed that 
the Paris mobs of the present day 
consist usually oof about a hundred 
malcontents and about five thousand 
lookers on who rush madly to sée what is 
going on, which accounts for the sudden and 
joyful haste with which a mob scatters away 
if it thinks there is to be a row. 

Atonetime there were some bread riots, 
and a howling throng of thousands of people 
filled the immense square before the Hotel de 
Ville, shrieking for diood and vengeance, 
Gesiring to abolish everybody and every- 
thing. The municipal authorities had barred 
the doors and let them yell their fill, which 
emboldened the  shriekers singularly. 
Suddenly the great bronze gates were thrown 
open, anda dozen mounted soldiers rode 
forth at full trot. That mob made no remarks 
whatever, but ran away toa man, leaving 
the soldiers in possession of the leid and 
rather pugzied by their victory, as they had 
merely come out to relieve guard by changing 
the sentinels that surround invariably all

He stood 
the bar up against one of the museum 
cases, and read upon it the label which set 
forth in the briefest terms that John Frazer 
the driver ot an ice cart, had killed with ita 
horse valued at $500, for which he was 
punished with a fine of $50. 

The bar is as heavy and strong as a crow- 
Dar. It does not seem possible that any 
human being could strike with it any animal 
of value. 

But folks do queer things etimes. 
Within the year and in the State of New York 
alone, four men have been punished for 

off the heads of small animals or birds. 

on a wager. One ot these men, who 

afterward went ta jail fora long term, was 

elaborate in his etrange deed. He bit the

In the old, anti-Bergh days men could beat 
their horses upon the street anywhere, with 
clubs, shovels—anything. Now, when a good- 
natured driver hits his horse a clip or two 
with a 25 cent whip he does it with fear and 
trembling lest he may be seen by some one 
and reported to The Society’’—drivers never 
use the rest of its name. 

The Society’s museum of torture imple- 
ments isn’t finished yet. New additions are 
being made to it every month. But things 
are improving.

CHASING THE PLUNDER, 


An Effort to Locate the Looters ofthe 
Pennsylvania State Treasury. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 6.—The joint 
commission in the State Legislature ap- 
pointed to investigate the State Treasury, 
met again this morning at the Continental 
Hotel and resumed its work of inquiry. The 
purpose of the commission was to examine 
the presidents of the institutions in the city 
in which State funds are deposited, and sub- 


poenas had been placed in the hands of Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Hunt for the following gen- 
emen: Wm. M. Singerly of the Chestnut 
Street Bank, John W. Shiplee of the Corn Ex- 
change Bank, 8. F. Tyler of the Fourth Street 
Bank, Wm. H. Kern of the People’s Bank, 
and Samuel W. Bell of the Farmers’ & Me- 
chanics’ Bank. 

President Tyler of the Fourth Street 
National Bank was the first witness. He 
testified that he had been president since the 
organization in 1888. He testified that the 
bank had a temporary State deposit of 
$200,000, making nearly $800,000. He did not 
remember the circumstances under which 
the deposit was received, but it was not 
solicited to the best of his knowledge; that 
his bank has never made any contributions 
to campaign funds, and that none ofthe 
officers ot the bank had made any private 
contributions. 

Samuel W. Bell explained the duties of his 
bank asthe active depository, and said they 
had never solicited a dollar of that deposit 
or made any arrangements regarding it with 
anyone. No interest was paid on it and it 
could be checked out at any time. 

Mr. Shiplee said thatthe State deposit at 
his bank amoanted now to $20,000 and had 
never been larger than $30,000. No solicita- 
tion had ever been made for the de it. 

Sergeant-at-Arms Hunt stated that Presi- 
dent Singerly and President Wm. H. Kern 
were out of town and he had been unable to 
serve notices on them. 

The commission then went into executive 
session and decided to meet again on Thurs- 
day, the i7th, and on the isth and 19th in 
Harrisburg. On the 17th the commission will 
examine the remaining Philadelphia bank 

residents, the bondsmen of State Treasurer 

yer and District Attorney Graham. At the 
meeting in Harrisburg the Auditor General 
and his accounts will be investigated.

At the larger place on Ashland avenue large 
quantities of a superior grade of white dimen- 
sion stone, suitable for steps, sills, etc., and 
immense quantities ofcurb stone are pro-

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THE FALL BUSINESS STARTING UNDER 
FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 


Last Week’s Zales Indicate a Gain in the 
Volume of Transfers—Residence Prop- 
erties Mainly Engaging Attention— 
Reports Suggestive of Values. 


Toward the close of the week there were 
indications that the fall demand for property 
has setin. The inquiry was better than it 
has been for several weeks past, and the 
agents said money was offered freely for 
loans. Trading and sales, however, were 
confined almost exclusively to residence 
property during the entire week. Suburban 
tracts in the direction of Normandy along 
the line of the St. Louis 4 Suburban 
railroad attracted some attention from both 
resident and non-resident speculators who 
have been impressed with the advantages 
and desirability of residence sites out that 
way. Within a week or ten days Mr. Chas. H. 
Turner says he will have the electric system 
on that road in operation. A good many 
parties are waiting for this change to see if it 
will really be what is anticipated before 
making investments out that way. 

Since last Sunday 168 sales have been finally 
closed and the deeds filed for record, the con- 
sideration being $619,485, against $877,598 for 
the corresponding week of 1890, when 157 
deeds were recorded. Although the aggre- 
gate amountof salesfor the past week is 
comparatively light, the gain shown is quite 
satisfactory. It may be takenas an indica- 
tion that gains will be made from now on to 
the close of the year. 

In addition to the city business the records 
show that ninety-seven pieces of property 
were sold in the county of 8t. Louis during 
the month of August, their aggregate consid- 
eration being $885,982. 

St. Louis should be well pleased with such a 
showing, especially in view of the immense 
falling offof sales in nearly all of the other 
principal cities, especially in Chicago, where 
the shortage since the ist of January, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 
1830 now foots up over $17,000,000,

The Approaching School Election Prom- 
ises to Be an Exciting Affair. 


4 HUMBER OF THE OUTGOING MEMBERS 
WILL SEEK RE-ELECTION. 


An Interesting Contest Already Under 
Wey in the Fourteenth District—Why 
Candidates for the Board are Always 
Plentiful—The Board to Select the 
Judges and Clerks of the Election. 


The approaching school election is at- 
tracting much attention, and the interest is 
growing in all sections of the city. The 
election will take place on the first Tuesday 
in November, and on that day fourteen mem- 
bers will be elected. Seven of these 
will be chosen at large and as 
many will be elected in districts. The 
terms of all the at-large members expire in 
November, excepting thatof Director W. P. 
Macklin. Heis now occupying the office of 
Assistant City Counselor and is expected to 
resigh his connection with the board in time 
to permit the selection of his successor at 
the approaching election. The other out- 
going members-at-large are Pres- 
ident Miller, Jack P. Richardson. 
John R. Holmes, Charles W. Barstow. John 
M. Dutro and Thomas J. Gibbons. Of these 
members it is now settled that Directors 
Barstow and Holmes will not be candidates 
for re-election, President Miller is counted 
upon as a sure candidate, as well as Mr. Gib- 
bons and Directors Richardson and Dutro 
may run ifassured of sufficient support for 
re-election. 

RETURNING DISTRICT DIRECTORS. 

The outgoing district members are John 
Brady of the Second District, William Knight, 
Seventh District; John W. O'Connell, Eighth 
District; Alexander Cudmore, Ninth District; 
E. M. Bosley, Eleventh District; E. J. O’Con- 
nor, Twelfth District, and Lewis : zier, 
Fourteenth District. Mr. Knight now u- 
pies a Government position and will not 
make another race. The same can 
be said of Mr. Dozier’s who 
feels that he has fully performed his duty as 
a citizen in serving four years on the board. 
Directors Brady, O'Connell, Cudmore, Bos- 
ley and O’Connor will, itis generally under- 
stood, be candidates for re election. Oppo- 
sition candidates are materializing even at 
this early day, and the prospects are that 
the election will not be lacking in excite- 
ment. All these members were elected four 
years ago on What was then knownas the 
Citigens’ Reform ticket. The issue was 
clearly drawn at that time, the Citizens’ 
candidates making the race on the anti-Ger- 
man instruction platform. All buta few of 
the candidates on this ticket were elected by 
large majorities, and as soon as the new 
organization was effected German instruc- 
tion at public expense in the schools 
was abolished. Messrs. Miller, Richardson, 
Holmes and Barstow, the outgoing at-large 


+ members, were elected at the same time on 


the Citizens’ ticket. 

The board consists of twenty-one members, 
in all fourteen representative districts, while 
the others are chosen at large. The school 
elections are conducted under the provis- 
ions of the Drabelle law, enacted some six 
years ago. It was through this law that 
the opponents of German instruction 
were enabled after years of agitation to 
bring about the result they desired. Of late 
there has been a report afloatthat the Ger- 
mans who favor the teaching of German in 
the schools intended to make a vigorous ef- 
fort at the coming election toelect a ma jor- 
ity in the board so as to resume the teaching 
of that language. Those of the retiring 
members who intend to run for re-election 
state that there will be nosuch Issue inthe 
contest and that the Germanand free books 
questions have been finally settled. 

HAD SOME LIVELY TIMES. 

During the past two years there has not 
been as much harmony in the board as there 
wasin the two years preceeding. At the 
1889 election the ticket nominated in oppos!- 
tion tothe Citizensor Reform organization 
elected the three candidates at large who 
made the race on that platform. They were 
W. P. Macklin, Dr. Hugo Auler and 
Henry L. Rodgers. The last mentioned 
was declared ineligible and was removed and 
several months ago Dr. Auler died. Thomas 
J. Gibbons was elected tothe board to suc- 
ceed Rodgers and John M. Dutro was selected 
for the place made vacant by Dr. Auler’s 


death. Dr. Auler, who led the faction op- 


posed to the Millerites, was president a short 
wiille, but President Miller’s friends, after 
making a determined fight, accomplished 
his overthrow and routed the opposition. 
This was brought about largely through the 


removal of Director Rodgers for ineligibility. 


Since then the Millerites have been the mas- 
ters of the situation, despite the occasional 
outbreaks of Director Mack}in and others of 


the opposing faction.

STARTING IN EARLY. 

At present there is a ively race in progress 
inthe Fourteenth District composed of the 
Twenty-sixth and Twenty-elghth Wards. Mr. 
Dozier, who bas represented the district for 
the past four years, has decided not to run 
and already there are three de- 
clared candidates for his seat in 
the board. They are William J. 
Baker, acontractor and builder; Joseph 
Kelly, also a builder, and Mr. Matlack. 
Baker and Kelly are actively canvassing the 
district, and both seem confident of success. 
Mr. Baker’s forces appear to be better organ- 
ized than those of the other candidates, and 
the opinion in the district is that he will suc- 
ceed Director Dozier, 

The judges and clerks of election will be 
selected by the Election Committee of the 
board and their report will have to be ap- 
proved by the entire body. This is consid- 
ered a dig advantage for those mem 
bers who seek re-election. The candi- 
dates who propose to make the race 
against the applicants for re-election 
will demand representation atthe polls and 
a lively squabble will follow if they are re- 
fused this privilege.

The Industrial and Educational Union 
to Open To-Morrow. 

The Industrialand Educational Union will 
to-morrow be opened at No. 1617 Olive street, 
and the work of the Institution commenced. 
The objects and aims of this union are many, 
but if properly encouraged and carried out, 
will be of immense benefitto a great many 
people.

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BREW ERIES SEIZED. 


The Internal Revenue Collector Makes 
Important Raids. 


A NUMBER OF BREWERIES SAID TO BE 
UNDER SURVEILANCE, 


The Government Defrauded by the Use of 
Stamps a Second Time—How the Fraud 
Was Discovered—The Law Oovering 
Such Offenses—One of the Brewers 
Pleads Ignorance. 


Internal Revenue Collector Charles F. 
Wenneker has gotten onto a scheme whereby 
he thinks the government has been defraud- 
ed out ofa large amount of revenue by cer- 
tain of the St. Louis Breweries. For months 
he has been at work on the matter. Under 
the direction of his chief deputy, Mr. F. W. 
H. Wiesehahn, his inspectors have been 
prosecuting their investigations. Believ- 
ing that sufficient evidence had been 
secured in at least two cases, 
a raid was made Friday night 
and another yesterday afternoon, a notice of 
which appeared in yesterday’s Post-Dis- 


PATCH. 
BREWERIES SEIZED. 


The raid Friday night was made on the 
Berliner Importea Weiss Beer Brewery at 608 


South Second street. The raid yes- 
terday afternoon was on the drew 
ery of Stittner & Thoma, 1585 South 


Broadway. Both breweries were seized and 
turned overto the United States Marshal. 
The charges under which the seizures were 
made, Deputy Wiesehahn stated, were 
reusing stamped packages. That is, not de- 
facing the stamps after being used once, but 
using them again. 

The lawis very severe in such cases, and 
provides that the property seized shall be 
confiscated, and for each package wherein 
fraud was committed a fine shall be imposed 
accompanied by imprisonment. 

The laws relating to the matter are to be 
found in the Revised Statutes of the United 
States, and range from sec. 8453 to sec, 3458. 
The section under which the seisures were 
made is 3458, and reads: 

All goods, wares, merchandise, articles or objects 
on which taxes are imposed wh‘ch shall be found in 
the possession or custody or within the control of 
any person for the purpose of in sold 
or removed by him in fraud of the in- 
ternal revenue laws, or with songs 
to avoid payment of said taxes may be seized by the 
Collector or deputy collector as may be specially au- 
thorized by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
for that purpose, and shall be ferfeited to the United 
States. nd all raw materials found ig 
the possession of any person intending 
to manufacture the same into articles of a kind sub- 


ject to tax for the pospese of ftraudulentiy selling 
such manufactured articles, or with design to evade 


the payment of said tax; and all tools, impli- 
ments, instruments and personal roperty 
whatever in the place or ullding 


or within any yard or enclosure where such articles 
or raw material are found may also be seized by any 
collector as aforesaid and shall be forfeited as afore- 
said. The proceedings to enforce such forfeitures 
shall be in the nature of a proceeding in rein in the 
Circuit Court or District Court of the United States 
for the district where such seizure is made. 

The other sections provide for the disposi. 
tion of the case after the seizure has been 
made and fixes the penalty. Sec. $468 pro- 
vides for the turning over of the goods to the 
United States Marshal, who holds the prop ; 
erty until it has been taken possession of by 
the United States authorities by due process 
of law, when it is sold.

It was 
an easy matter to figure up the amount of 
business they were doing according to 
the returns made an compare it 
with the expense. When it was shown that 
they were not doing enough of business to 
justify the expense, why should they con- 
tinue. They must have some object. These 
are not the only breweries we are after. All 
the breweries are under surveillance. We 
have been at work on this for months. We 
wanted to make another seizure, but i don’t 
know now that it can be done as long as the 
Berliner seizure has become Known, We 
must catch them in the act.’’ 

United States District Attorney Reynolds 
said the cases had not yet been placed in his 
hands and did not know what the facts were.

AN UNCOMMON CASE. 


A Man’s Nostrils Invaded by the Screw- 
Worm Blow - Fly. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., Sept. 5.—An Olathe doc- 
tor has written to the State University of this 
city an account of the case of an unfortunate 
young man of that place whose face had been 
eaten out by the maggots of the screw-worm 
fly (Luciiiian macillaria). Samples of the 
worms were submitted to Prof. V. L. Kellogg, 
who has preserved them. The young man 
was at work about two weeks ago on 12 


railway construction near Olathe, and durin 

the noon hour indulged in a short nap. 
There were some stock-yards near 
by. During this brief rest an 
aduit fly must have entered the nasal 
passages of the boy and deposited there its 
eggs. Ina few days he beganto suffer with 
a pain In the head and a violent sneez- 
ing. Some of the fly larvo were forced 
out. He applied tothe local physician, who 
treated him for neuralgia. Gaining no relief 
from pains thatincreased from day to day, 
he consulted a second doctor, who 
discovered the real trouble. With forceps and 
expungents he removed the worms to 
the number of 310. The passages of the nose 
had been denuded of flesh, and an instru- 
ment inserted would touch the bare bone 
almost anywhere over the surface exposed to 
the voracious insects. If the operation had 
been delayed a few days longer the man 
would have died. He is now fast recovering. 
In the University collection are adult flies 
which were hatched from the larv@ removed 
from the nose of a man in Southwestern Kan- 
sas. They are nearly related to the ordinary 
blue meat flies, or blue bottle files.

Gen. Collis’ Version of the Russell Har- 
rison Story. 


New York, Sept. 6.—Gen. C. H. T. Collis 
is much exercised over the published state- 
ment that Washington E. Connor had called 
on Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, on behalf of Russell 
Harrison, when that young disturber of cus- 
toms officials’ peace of mina asked to borrow 
money fromthe Mercantile Trust Co. Gen.

statement: ‘‘I went to Gen. Fitzgerald at 
the uest of Mr. Oonnor and 
asked him “for the loan.

EGYPTIAN MUMMIES. 


M GREBAUT’S DISCOVERY OF THE DIS 
CIPLES OF AMMON AT LUXAR. 


Mummies Were Found—How the Spot 
Was Located—A Valuable Addition to 
the History of Ancient Egypt. 


Translented for the SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. 

The afcheological world has lately been 
greatly interested in. a magnificent find of 
miummies excavated from cave tombs at 
Deir-el-Bahari, near Luxar in Upper Egyot . 
This has been the most important discovery 

ade lately in that much explored and exca- 
vated land, and was the result of the enter- 
prise of M. Grebaut, the Director of the 


‘Egyptian’ museum of Ghiseh. Below are 


given some extracts from a letter of M. Emile 
Bayard, an artist on the staff of L’ Ilustration, 
who was present at the removal of the mum- 
mies, and made the accompanying sketches: 

„The evening of my arrival at Luxar 1 

learned of the extremely interesting discov- 
ery. made by M. Grebaut,the Egyptologist. My 
first idea was to share my good fortune with 
the readers of L’ Illustration. 80 the follow- 
ing morning I crossed the Nile and 
found myself upon the left bank 
of ancient Thebes, and from there, 
mounted ona dourriquot, I repaired to 
the dahabteh of M. Grebaut, to whoml 
had hadthe pleasure of being presented at 
Cairo. Being very well received, it was de- 
cided that we should set out immediately for 
Deir-el-Bahari. We were all then mounted 
on dourriquots. M. Grebaut, M. Bour- 
riand, the chief savant of the French Archeo- 
logical Mission, and 1. At the end of fully an 
hour's ride, we came to the side of the Lybian 
chain, where is situated the excavation that 
M. Grebdaut has dug which has brought to 
light a concealed treasure, of which the arch- 
ecological importance has surpassed even 
his hopes. ut I shall let M. Grebaut 
continue: ‘I was persuaded that about 
this distance from the mountain I should find 
something. I was not deceived and I had the 
place excavated. Tomy great joy I saw ap- 
pear this pit which you see, the depth of 
which is about 15 metres, and at the bottom 
of which was found a door closed bya heap 
of large stones. 
‘**The doorway being cleared we entered 
the first tunnel. After a passage of 78 meters 
we came to a stairway of 5 meters and de- 
scended to a second flight which continued 
for 12 meters. Then two flights keep the 
direction from north to south. At the bottom 
the funeral chambers are hollowed out, one 
measuring about 4 meters square, the other 
2meters. At the top of the stairway is situ- 
ated the door of a second corridor, 54 meters 
long, which runs from east to west. The 
total extent of the tunnel is 153 meters. They 
were filled with mummy cases, often piled 
up on tip of each other. By the side of the 
sarcophagi were laid divers objects, papyrus, 
boxes, baskets, statuettes, funeral offerings 
and flowers. The disorder denoted that it 
was a ‘‘cachette’’ (place of concealment), 
like that of the royal mummies discovered 
ten years ago. The two cachettes are of the 
same epoch, and they were probably made 
under the samecircumstances. In both cases 
the most recent mummies belong to the 
twenty-first dynasty. 

The sarcophagi of this new find are those 
of the priests and the priestesses of Ammon 
and are 1683 in number. Besides there are also 
some priests of other divinities, of Set, of 
Anubis, of Mentu, and of the Queen Aah- 
Hotep, whose worship was keptup during 
long ages.’ 

The removal of the sarcophagi has fur- 
nished me withthe subject of one drawing: 
the exterior coyerings of an incomparable 
richness of decoration, and composed and 
executed with particular care. When one 
thinks that the door of these tunnels, closed 
for 8,000 years, has just given passage to 
these sarcophagi, that one would say were 
made yesterday so admirable is their preser- 
vation, the imagination is confounded. This 
is what Ihave had the lucky chance to see, 
but that which will not be seen for a long 
time tocome,is their transportation to the 
Nile, where the barges were in waiting to 
carry them to Cairo. 

Nothing can give you an idea (not even 
my drawing) of the astonishing spectacle. 
Imagine, under a sun whose rays were 122 
deg. Fehreinheit in the great plains fertilized 
by the Nile and stretching uptothe spurs of 
the mountains, 200 Arabs, in the most pictur- 
esque costumes, often nude, carrying upon 
their shoulders about thirty of the marvelous 
sarcophagi, elbowing each other in the dust 
and chanting those monotonous refrains to 
which they keep step. It was a memorable 
sight.’’

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TO BLOW OUT A CANDLE. 


Suggestions a to How the Flame May Be 
Easily Extinguished. 

There are many ways of blowing out a can- 
dle and there are ways a candle can be placed 
so that it cannot be easily extinguished with 
a puff. The most startling though, perhaps, 
the most dangerous way of putting out the 


the flame is by a quick, strong inhalation of 
the breath a short distance from the candle. 
It willappear as ifthe fame had been liter- 
ally swallowed. 

To learn the trick it is first necessary to 
learn the proper distance from the face to 
hold the candle but this can be done after one 
or two trials. 

Another pretty trick witha lighted candle 
can be done to show the peculiar way air 
currents will travel. Place the candle on a 
table and in front of it and a few inches away

THE MAGIC CIGARETTE CASE. 


A Simple and Ingenious Mechanism

Simple and very easily learned. It consist 
in giving a glass full of water a complete 
circle. 

The secret lies mainly in the manner of 
holding the glass. Instead of grasping it as 
ifyou were about to drink take it with the 
palm outward and upward (as shown in the 
diagram at the upper corner). Swing the 
arm boldly around and describe a circle 
without a pause,but without excessive haste, 
in the direction shown by the arrows in the 
illustration. The glass will be found when 
it has completed the circle to be held in the 
hand in the manner represented by the re- 
maining figure of the cut. This is the posi- 
tion in which it is to be replaced on the 
table. By beginning with the glass half filled 
with water and increasing the quantity as 
skill improves one will be able after a little 
practice to perform the experiment easily. It 
is desirable to make the first attempts in the 
open air.

He wore pajamas, which sorrow - 
fully misbecame his bulk; his nose was 
hooked and cruel, his body overcome with 
sodden corpulence, his eye timorousand dull; 
he seemed at once oppressed with drowsiness 
and held awake by apprehension; a pepper 
rajah, muddled with opium and listening for 
the march ot a Dutch army, looks perhaps 
not otherwise. We were to grow bettewec- 
quainted, and first and last I had the same 
impression; he seemed always drowsy, yet 
always to harken and start; and whether 
from remorse or fear, there is no doubt he 
seeks a refuge in the abuse of drugs. 

The Rajah displayed no sign of interest in, 
our coming. But the Queen, who sat beside 
him in a purple sacque, was more accessible. 
And there was present an interpreter so will- 
ing that his volubility became at last the 
cause of our departure. He had greeted us 
upon our antrance. That is the honorable 
King and I am his interpreter, he bad said, 
with more stateliness than truth. For he 
held no appointment in the court, seemed 
extremely ill-acquainted with the island lan- 
guage, and was present, like ourselves, upon 
a visit of civility.

Before the publication of what many think 
his chet d“ ceuvre ‘‘Dr. Jekyland Mr. Hyde, 


Robert Louis Stevenson. 
the features of Robert Louls Stevenson were 
not so well Known as they are to-day. The 
thin face, the thoughtful eyds, the long hair, 
are now familiar enough. Ia spite of the dis- 
ease against which he wagesa iong and al- 
most hopeless fight, Mr. Stephenson succeeds 


in getting through with a large amount of 
work. rom his new home in Opia, Samoa, 
(where he goes about with naked feet, and 
wears the wreath of a native chief), he re- 
mits pretty regularly a wealth of manuscript, 
His letters from that island are perhaps the 
best literary feature of modern publications. 
His short story of the Bottle Imp, and his 
new novel, now nearly completed, are de- 
scriptive of the strange scenes and manners 
amongst outlandish neighbors. 

He has ouncead his intention of never 
again returning to England, nor to nis dearly 
loved native n of Scotland, where while a 
lad he imbibed, as did Sir Walter Scott, the 
healthy spirit of romance which is the chief 
charm of his work.

During the two previous 
days, 8 through the low bush coun- 
try, we had descended to a levelof about 
2,000 feet, dut on the third day the road as- 
cended and at Eyting’s reached the altitude 
of 4,500 feet. 
PRIMITIVE VEHICLES. 

Starting at daybreak the following morning 
we passed through Smitsdorp, a flourishin 
and rising little town, about Wa. m., an 
reached Ari at noon, having taken 
three days and a half over a journey of about 
190 miles. Pietersbourg is the capital of the 
extensive district of the 9 rg. 

Round about both in the high and low 
country many Mining enterprises are being 
carried on. We visited the Mount Marais 
Mine, four miles from Smitsdorp, and the 
Palmitsfontein Mine, about six miles from 
Pietersbourg. In the former the ore is of low 
grade, in the latter it is in places very rich, 
but uncertain in extentand depth and pock- 
ety. It is not probable that either of these 
mines will greatly reward their owners. 
Accounts more or less reliable reached us of 
extremely rich gold findings recently made 
in the low country Murchison district, about 
eighty miles to the eastward of Pietersbourg, 
one mine, the Birthday, having produced 
some very remarkable quartz s imens. 

At Pietersbourg our met of traveling 
had to be changed. The coach was aban- 
doned and the spider“ resorted to. This 
latter carriage I had purchased from Mr. 
Melmapius at Pretoria, and had been speci- 
ally constructed for traveling in the veldt. 
The four wheels are high and light in appear- 
ance, but of great strength. e seats inside 
provide for four passengers and are roomy 
and comfortable; on the driver’s seat three 
persons can be seated. Over all, projecting 
well on to the splash-board, isalight canvas 
covering, fitted with windows and with 
cushioned sides. At night the space between 
the inside seats is fitted up with the cushions 
from the front seat, the curtains behind and 
in front are let down, the windows raised, 
and a first-rate sleeping apartment and bed 
are at once secured. I passed in this vehicle 
two very comfortable nights om the road 
hither, and hope to travel in ft right up to 
Fort Salisbury.

They 
halted, hesitated, and. prudent counsels 
prevailing, turned back and réjoined 
the main body some distance from the river. 
Here a violent scene is said to have taken 
lace between the leader of the advanced 
y and the leaders aud men of the main 
The latter were reproached by the 
former for cowardice and desertion of him. 
The quarrel terminated by the small and 
violent group abandoning the enterprise and 
disbanding. The other and larger body, with 
whom was Col, Ferreirs and a certain Malan 
a son-in-law of Gen. Joubert, then marched 
to another drift, where they encountered 
the officer, and where a similar but much less 
stormy scene took place. Col. Ferriers 
crossed over by himself, and was immediate! 
arrested under orders received from the Hi 
Commissioner and sent to Fort Tuti. Aftera 
few days arrest he was liberated and al- 
lowed to proceed up country, he hav- 
ing signed all the necessary documents. He 
has with him two wagons and a half dozen 
attendants, and it is reported that he is anx- 
fous to obtain employment under the char- 
tered company. The other Boers finding the 
British in force and determined to resist 
passage retired and immediately Hy eye 
Thus happily and fortunately ended the cele- 
brated Boer trek. At one moment an en- 
counter with certain bloodshed and loss of 
life was very near, but the firm determina- 
tion of Maj. Gooid Adams and his men, the 
adequate preparations made beforehand by 
Sir Frederick Carrington and the High Com- 
missioner averted what would have beena 
great calamity. 
RIFLES AND THE BRITIGH WAR OFFICE. 

At Fort Tuti our party has been most hos- 
pitably received and entertained by Sir Fred- 
erick Carrington, Capt. Leonard in command 
of the post, and Maj. Tyr, the Civil Magis- 
trate, and by the officers of the Bechuana- 
land Border Police. In the fort are quartered 
from eighty to ninety men of the Bechuana- 
land Border Police and of the British South 
African Chartered Co.’s Police (B. 8. <A. 
C. P.). 

Tnere are in the force serving as troopers 
two sons of British peers, and many men of 
birth and good family. Some come out to sée 
life and adventure and make a fortune 
others, and nota few, to makea living, 
if possible to regain a lost fortune.

Maxim and a Gatling gun. Sir Frederick Car- 
rington allowed me to see these guns at prac- 
tice.

The Maxim appeared to be remarkable for Its 
precision; the Gatling for the extent of 
ground swept by its projectiles.

had a good opportunity of ascertaining the 
opinion of trained marksmen upon the new 
magazine rifie now being supplied to the 
British army.

It was now pro- 
duced and examined by the officers with 
much interest. A fine experiment was made 
with it,one which could not have been carried 
outin England withoutthe intervention of 
the S. F. C. A. A slaughter ox was tethered 
on the sand ofthe river, 1,50 yards distant 
and about 300 feet below the bastion from 
which the rife was fired.

That such a society should exist 
so far off as China is, of course, a matter 
of no great moment to Americans; but when 
it is known that branches of this society have 
been recently discovered to exist in San Fran- 
cisco, St. Louis, Chicago and New York Oity, 
and that criminals fleeing from Ohinese jus- 
tice are received, welcomed and protected 
here by these murderous offshoots of a 
deadly stem, the subject becomes at once a 
matter of the keenest interest and deepest 
anxiety to the general public.

The best-paid service, of course, 
is the speedy removal of an opponent or an 
enemy by pistol, knife or poison. It is the 
duty ot every member to mercilessly murder 
any person who is a yy to the society, 
or one who refuses to pay his dues. 

Whoever the man and whatever his posi- 
tion may be, if his name is on the Slantherry 
list he cannot escape. Noone knows or can 
tell how many unfortunate tims disappear 
forever in our large cities every year through 
the agency of this society. Cases in which a 
Chinese murderer is convicted are Very rare.

Perils—Sleeping 
Invisible Hand—A Taleof Daring and

The uhfortunate accident which befell Mr. 
R. k. Peary and compelled him to abandon 
his adventurous attempt to cross Upper 
Greenland probably prevented him from add 
ing to the knowledge of that country which 
Nanson gave the world. 

The Nansen expedition, which has made 


Peary’s possible, was one of the most won- 
derful in the history of arctic exploration. It 
added little to our knowledge of arctic condl- 
tions, but it demonstrated the possibility of 
inland exploration, hitherto looked upon as 
entirely impractical. 


When Dr. Fridtjof Nansen made known his 
plan to travel through Greenland on snow- 


shoes, he met with but slight encourage- 


ment. The most experienced explorers of 
such an undertaking as 
foolhardy and ul- advised, and prophesied no 
success for it, but a needless exposure of his 


own life and that of his companions. A 


petition on the part of Nansen to the Nor- 
wegian Government, to assist the expedition 
to the limited amount of 5,000 crowns (a little 
more than $1,200) was refused, undoubtedly, 
because of the sincere conviction, that the 
travelers would never reach their destina- 
tion. Dr. Nansen had already decided to 
equip the expedition at his own expense, 
when the Danish Councillor Gamel, 


On Indian Snowshoes. | 
famous for his arctic researches, came to the 
rescue by furnishing the sum of money, de- 


clined by the government. 


The necessary preparations were soon 


made, and Nansen selected the men ‘who 
were to accompany him on the trip. The 


party consisted of Capt. Otto Sverdrup, an 


experienced seafarer; Oluf Dietrichsen, a 


premier-Lieutenant in the Norwegian in- 
fantry, the son of a Norwegian farmer, 
Kristian Kristiansen Trana by name, and two 
Laplanders, Balto and Ravna. 

The expedition sailed for Iceland on May 2, 
1988, where they were to be met by a whaler 


and carried to the eastern coast of Greenland. 


From the very start an unlucky star seemed 
to hover over the enterprise. At Iceland con- 
siderable time was lost by waiting for the 
whaler, which was tardy in reaching there. 
Nausen took with him on board one of the 
little Iceland ponies, although he could 
scarcely procure food enough for the animal 
to last amonth in a country in which that 
article isa great rarity. The little Icelander, 
therefore, came to an untimely end, for 
when he had eaten up the limited supply he 
grew sick of the fish diet in a week and had 
to be killed. 
ON THE ICE FLOES. N 

On the evening of the (th of June th 
whaler, Jason, left Iceland tor Greenland’s 
eastern shores, which were sighted a few 
days later. But the ice reached so far out 
into the sea that it was impossible to land, 
and the travelers were compelled to remain 
on board the whaler until July 17. At last the 
belt of the ice drift seemed to have narrowed 
down to less than two and one-half miles, 
and Nansen thought it safe to undertake the 
landing. 

The Captain of the Jason placed at the dis- 
posal of the expedition one of his fishing 
crafts, knowing it to be more easy for two 
boats to plow their way through the ice than 
one. Capt. Nansen took charge of the latter, 
while the boat belonging tothe outfit of the 
expedition was comanded by Capt. Sverdrup. 
They had pulled a short distance 
through the ice when the Captain of the 
whaler sent a third boat after them manned 
with twelve men, under the command of the 
second mate, but so sure was Nansen that he 
could reach the coast in a few hours at least, 
that he thought it unnecessary to accept the 
last proffered help and sent the boat back. 
After the hardest kind of work for more than 
fifteen hours they found that they had been 
entirely driven out of their course by the 
prevalling currents and were in reality fur- 
ther away from land than ever before, with 
one of the boats made unseaworthy by the 
ice crush. There was nothing left for them 
to do but pull the boats on the ice and begin 
the work of repairing the damage done. 
While thus engaged the ice thickened, the 
sky was overcast with clouds and the rain 
fell in torrents, cutting off every outlook. 
„We conld do no better than pitch our tent 
and walt, says Nansen. It was on the 18th 
of July at 10 o’clock in the morning. We 
crawled into our dormer-bags to make up for 
the loss of sleep during the past fifteen hours 
and to gather strength for the hazardous 
work before us. 

For twelve days, up to the 29th of July, the 
expedition stuck fast in the drift ice, escap- 
ing from one ice-floe to another, in constant 
danger of being crushed by the drifts around 
them, or of being driven out into the open 
sea on the floe on which they happened to 
camp. Out there the breakers were so heavy 
that it is doubtful whether the two boats 


could have survived their attack; the further 


they drifted out into the open sea the more 
dangerous became the situation. Nansen re- 
ports the following from his diary: ‘‘We 
have only about three hundred yards before 
us, and there is not one among us who does 
not feel sure that a few hours hence we shall 
be rocking on our ice-floe on the ocean 
waves, or preparing to go to the bottom 
of the ocean. We are ‘nearing the 
breakers with the swiftness of the wind. 
The sea is so high, that as we are thrown 
from crest-to crestand into the hollow de- 
tween, we cannot see anything of the ice 
about us, we see only the sky over our heads, 
the ice foes dash against each other, burst 
and are dispersed in all directions, ours too, 
is breaking in two. If we should reach the 
open sea, of which the chances seem small, 
we shall need all our strength, for it willl be 
necessary to row incessantly for several days 
and nights to get out of reach of the ice- 
drifts: therefore, every man is sent to the 
tent to sleep, it not yet having been packed 
into the boats. Sverdrup, who is 
the coolest and most experienced 
of us all, is appointed to keep the 
first wateh’, and willawaken us when the de- 
cisive hour comes. Later headds: ‘‘De- 
spice the terrific thunder of the surf, we were 
allsoon sound asleep. Balto, to whom the 
tent did not seem sufficiently safe, laid down 
on top of one Of the boats. I had been asleep 
for some time, how long Ido not know, 
when I was rudely awakened by a roaring 
noise on the outside of the tent close by my 
ear. Our ice fice was rocking up and down 
like a vessel in a heavy sea, and the break- 
ers thundered more loudly than ever. I ex- 
pected every moment to hear Sverdrup’s cry 
of warning and seethe tent suddenly sub- 
merged inthe mad sea, but nothing of this 
came to pass. I heard the Oaptain’s well 
known quiet tread up and down the floe, past 
the tent and the boats. 

Nansen's fears were allayed and he went to 
sleep again, In the morning when he awoke 
the noise of the breakers could only be heard 
from the distance. Sverdrup reported 


when the ice-floe, which seemed to make

straight for the maddest trough of the sea, 
suddenly whirled aboyt and changed its 


onally. Sverdrup and himself went on a re- 
connoitering tour early the following morn- 
ing over the inland ice, which proved - § no 
means an easy task. The next twoor three 
days were used for getting their equipments 
in shape. The boats were pulled ashore and 
on the 15th of August the expedition started 
overland, pulling their sleds behind them. 
At first the grade was very steep; each of the 
four sleds was loaded with more than 200 
pounds and it was a difficult task to forge 
ahead. A drizzling rain set in, which wet 
the travelers through and through. ‘‘There 
was not a dry thread on our bodies,’’ writes 
Nansen. We had no time to feel the intense 
cold, although a stiff hortherner biew, the 
extreme physical exertions keeping us 
warm. There were many crevices and we 
had to be exceedingly cautious and feel our 
way along. We tied ourselves with stout 
ropes to our sleds, stringing those also to- 
gether, as is customary in mountain climb- 
ing. For three days the rain did not cease 
and we were compelled to remain within the 
tent. These were the last days that we had 
more drinking water than we could make 
away with; after that there was nothing but 
snow with which to quench our thirst.’’ 

This they melted morning and evening 
over the fame of their alcohol stove; they 
also filled their canteens with snow and car- 
ried them next to their skin. But this was 


not enough to quench their burning thirst. 


They were well supplied with provisions, but 


ourishment forthe body, but did 
tomach, and they were, there- 


only in t hours of conserves, Which yielded 


not fill the 


fore, never rid of the pangs of hunger. 
From the cold the men suffered little; their 
clothes were well adapted for such a journey. 


The two dormer-bags, each one holding 
kept them warm 


the physical exertions necessary to traverse 
so hazardous a road, kept their blood in mo- 
tion. Very often they did not make more 
than a mile per day. Dr. Nansen, with his 
wise forethought, had taken no spirits of any 
Kind aside from the alcohol which they used 
in their cooking apparatus. A pipe of tobac- 
co was the only stimulant which the men 
were allowed to indulge in on Sundays or 
after an extraordinary hard day’s labor. 
Their principal nourishment consisted of 
pulverized meat-chocolate, which, unfortun- 
ately, was free from all fatty substances, so 
that the men, who did not get more than a 
three-quarter-pound ration of butter per 
week, became desperately hungry for fat, 
and Sverdrup asked one day to be permitted 
to drink the oll, boiled linseed oll, with 
which they greased their boots. Warm food 
in the shape of chocolate, tea, or pea soup 
was served for breakfast and supper. 

The expedition made but slow progress, 
and only when they neared their journey’s 
end did they get along more rapidly, by mak- 
ing salls of their waterproof sled coverings, 
which they mounted on the sleds, when the 
wind was favorable. On Sept. 24 they 
reached the eastern coast land, the march 
over the great ice and snow fields of Greea- 
land was at last accomplished. The descent 
on the western coast, however, was much 
more difficult than the ascent on the eastern. 
Abysses more than 300 feet deep yawned be 
forethem. Long walls of solid ice forced 
them to all kinds of detours, andthe last 
remnants of almost superhuman strength 
had to be put tothe fore to pull the sleds 
along. When the coast was at last reached 
the travelers found themselves in an unin- 
habited fjord, with walls of rock descending 
perpendicularly tothe water’s edge. There 
was nothing left todo but totaketo the sea 
or climb back over the mountains. They 
chose the first course. 

Nansen and Sverdrup manufactured a boat, 
the frailest craft perhaps that ever braved 
the ocean waves. The hull was made from 
the frames of the sleds; from the water- proof 
coverings, which had served them as sails, 
they made the planks of theship. In this 
hazardous vessel the two men set out, leav- 
ing their companions behind with the prom- 
ise to bring the m help from the next colony. 

And here again the boat seemed to be 
guided by an invisible hand. On the evening 
of Oct.8 the two brave men reached New 
Herrnhut, near Godthaab, one of the German 
Quaker stations on the Western coast. They 
were cordially welcomed, and their four com- 
panions were at once sent for. It was too 
late to return to Europe before the end of the 
year, and the members of the expedition 
wintered at Godthaab. Nansen improved the 
opportunity to learn something about the 
inhabitants of West Greenland. At the pres- 
ent time the daring traveler is preparing for 
an Arctic expedition.

The ground floor of the edifice has space 
also for the smoking-room, the billiard room, 
the private chapel and the suites of rooms 
occupied by the Count and Countess 
de Paris and the young Princes 
and the Princess Helene. There is but 
one upper story, which is allotted to the 
attendants of the family. The ground floor 
is, however, of an unusual elevation, the 
stone steps by which one reaches the en- 
trance door delng of the extent and propor- 
tions of an actual staircase.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 5.—The center of 
interest of the tax payers of the State is just 
now in the State Board of Equalization. After 
a month of consiteration and debate, they 
declared by a bare majority vote that the 
rates at which the property of the State is 
now assessed is 25 per cent ofits actual cash 
This is practically all that bas been 
accomplished.
